Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consider¬ 
ation,  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  New  Mills  for  the  year  1964* 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics  the  health  of  the  district 
is  satisfactory  and  In  most  respects  compares  favourably  with  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

There  were  small  decreases  in  the  estimated  population, 
the  death  rate,  and  the  still  birth  rate,  while  the  birth  rate 
increased  from  19.06  to  20,18*  Deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
totalled  six,  three  more  than  last  year,  giving  a  high  infant 
mortality  rate  of  34.29  compared  with  the  national  average  of  20. 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending  order  were  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  47  cases,  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  with  18  and  cancer  with  15.  The  three  groups 
accounted  for  73.39  per  cent  of  the  total  number.  The  average 
age  at  death  was  73.35  years  for  women  and  59.27  years  for  men; 
70.64  per  'cent  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  65  years  and  over  age 
group  and  37.61  per  cent  In  those  aged  75  or  more  years. 

In  the  housing  survey  in  1955,  one  hundred  and  ninety  houses 
were  included  in  the  first  five  years’  slum  clearance  programme 
and  another  eighteen  have  been  added  since.  At  the  end  of  1964, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  the  unfit  houses  had  been  demol¬ 
ished,  thirty-one  closed,  seven  used  for  other  purposes,  four 
converted  into  one  satisfactory  house,  and  the  remaining  thirty- 
eight  repaired  to  give  a  few  more  years  of  useful  life.  There 
are  in  addition  several  substandard  dwellings  which  have  inevita¬ 
bly  deteriorated  since  the  first  survey  was  made  and  which  do  not 
qualify  for  improvement  grants.  No  building  for  general  needs 
was  possible  in  1964  as  the  Council  had  to  concentrate  on  the 
ro-housing  of  the  tenants  from  the  fifty  condemned  pro -fabricated 
bungalows  on  the  Highfiold  Estate.  Seventeen  of  the  bungalows 
have  now  been  demolished. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  for  financial  reasons  curtailed 
the  Chiropody  Service  from  1st  January,  1964,  when  domiciliary 
treatment  was  dicontinued.  This  treatment  which  is  so  essential 
to  the  well-being  and  comfort  of  severely  disabled  old  people  was. 
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however,  resumed  on  a  limited  basis  at  the  end  of  June,  If  it  is 
considered  necessary,  ambulance  transport  to  the  clinic  may  still 
be  arranged  for  suitable  patients  subject  to  the  usual  rules 
applicable  to  the  use  of  the  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Service. 

Prom  the  1st  October,  1964,  the  scheme  of  milk  designations 
based  on  the  tuberculin  testing  of  dairy  herds  was  changed.  The 
success  of  the  policy  for  eradicating  tuberculosis  from  cattle 
has  ensured  that  all  milk  comes  from  herds  which  are  tuberculin 
tested  and  regularly  pass  the  test.  ’’Untreated”  has  now  replaced 
’’Tuberculin  Tested”  as  the  specie  1  designation  for  raw  milk.  The 
special  designations  for  heat-treated  milk  continue  to  be 
’’Pasteurized”  and  ’’Sterilized”.  In  July,  a  sample  of  raw  milk 
from  o.  local  farm  was  found  to  be  positive  on  culture  for  the 
organisms  of  Undulant  Fever  or  Brucellosis.  The  milk  supply  was 
then  pasteurized  until  the  infection  had  been  traced  to  its  source, 
and  the  affected  animals  eliminated  from  the  herd.  Pasteurization 
of  all  milk  supplies  would  entirely  prevent  the  spread  of  undulant 
fever  in  milk  and  milk  products.  The  delay  in  achieving  one 
hundred  per  cent  he  at- treatment  is  due  to  la.ck  of  pasteurization 
equipment,  to  ignorance  and  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public,  and  to  a  small  extent  to  the  interference  of  vested 
interests.  Undulant  fever  is  often  a  serious  disease  and  can 
result  in  months  and  even  years  of  ill-health  and  disability. 

Following  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  In  Aberdeen  traced 
to  cold  meats  bought  in  a  supermarket  early  in  May,  1964,  circulars 
we re  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  requesting  that  certain 
6  lb.  tins  of  corned  beef  from  the  Argentine  ,  produced  at  two 
establishments  where  unchlorinated  river  water  was  used  in  the 
cooling  process,  should  be  withdrawn  from  sale.  All  the  food 
premises  in  the  district  were  contacted  and  eighteen  tins  bearing 
the  serial  numbers  mentioned  were  withheld  from  sale.  Corned  beef 
produced  under  satisfactory  conditions  is  one  of  the  safest  of 
foods  but  once  the  tin  is  opened  It  becomes  an  ideal  medium  for 
the  growth  of  pathogenic  organisms.  The  hygienic  handling  of 
cold  meat  and  the  use  of  refrigerated  display  counters  would  give 
bacteria  no  opportunity  to  multiply,  and  would  reduce  the  risk  of 
contamination  to  a  minimum. 

A  co-ordinating  committee,  led  by  the  Area  Child  Care  Officer 
and  consisting  of  representatives  of  all  agencies  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  children  neglected  or  maltreated  at  home,  held  its 
first  meeting  in  December  and  will  continue  to  meet  at  two-monthly 
intervals.  Individual  cases  are  considered  and  a  combined  plan 
of  action  made  to  prevent  overlapping  and  duplication  of  effort 
and  to  effect  the  optimum  deployment  of  all  available  resources. 

It  Is  considered  that  the  scheme  will  be  successful  in  preventing 
the  break-up  of  problem  families  and  that  confusion  by  an  excess 
of  home  visitors  will  be  avoided. 


The  Health  Committee,  in  its  capacity  as  a  Horne  Safety 
Committee,  welcomed  the  Children’s  Nightdresses  Regulations  which 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1964,  and  require  children’s 
nightdresses  to  be  made  of  material  of  low  flammability*  The 
extension  of  the  regulations  to  include  material  sold  in  the 
piece  would  also  bo  a  useful  measure  in  the  prevention  of  home 
accidents •

statistics  of  the  area. 

In  1894  the  Urban  District.  Council  of  Now  Mills  succeeded 
the  Local  Board  or  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  which  had  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  District  since  1875.  Newtown,  formerly  in  the 
Rural  District  of  DIsley  in  Cheshire,  was  added  in  1876. 

New  Mills  is  situated  in  north-west  Derbyshire.,  its  western 
border  forming  part  of  the  boundary  between  Derbyshire  and  Cheshire. 
The  town  has  many  and  varied  interests  and  is  a  centre  for  the 
textile  printing  trade.  Textile  engraving,  bleaching  and  dyeing 
give  employment  to  two-fifths  of  the  population. 

Papermaking,  confectionery,  metal  working,  stone  quarrying 
and  light  engineering  are  other  industries  of  the  scattered  town¬ 
ship. 

The  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  has  very  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  relating  to  the  employment  position  in 
the  New  Mills  Employment  Exchange  area. 

The  average  number  of  wholly  unemployed  during  1964  was  66 
(52  men  and  14  women),  the  highest  figure-  being  86  (61  men  and 
25  women)  in  January,  and  the  lowest  being  47  (39  men  and  8 
women)  in  Se pt emb e r • 

The  January  figures  included  15  disabled  persons  of  whom  14 
were  men  and  the  September  figures  11  (  10  1  woman  )  «.

COMPARABILITY  FACTORS. 


Area  comparability  factors  in  respect  of  births  and  deaths  supp¬ 
lied  by  the  Registrar  General  are  1.07  and  1.01  respectively  for  1964 
Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  these  factors  in  order 
to  make  them  comparable  with  the  rates  for  other  areas.  The  adjustme 
is  necessary  because  of  the  difference  in  the  sex-ag0  constitution 
of  the  population  of  the  area  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole.  Factors  are  based  on  the  1961  census  figures. 

Since  1956  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  make  allowance  for  the  higher  death  rate  In 
the  institutional  section  of  the  population  and  In  1958  the  birth  rat 
area  comparability  factor  was  similarly  adjusted  to  take  account  of 
the  presence  of  sterile  population  In  .institutions  for  the  mentally  j 
or  mentally  deficient. 

From  1st  January,  1958,  the  Registrar  General  has  made  further 
modifications  In  the  procdure  for  the  transfer  of  deaths  occuring  in 
institutions.  According  to  the  new  system  of  allocation,  a  death  in 
a  chronic  sick  or  mental  hospital  has  been  assigned  to  the  area  of 
usual  residence,  if  any.

On  1st  August,  1961,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  Act, 
1960,  came  into  force,  and.  responsibility  for  administering  the  servf 
passed  from  the  Medical  Research  Council  to  the  new  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  Board.  The  Board  has  full  statutory  authority  and 
is  directly  responsible  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  for  the  examination  of 
bacteriological  specimens  and  samples  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Withington  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  for  chemical  examination  at  the 
County  Offices,  Matlock.

Section  47. 

Powers  are  given  under  this  section  for  the  removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  ana  attention.  The  revised  proceduri 
which  is  incorporated  in  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951, 
enables  the  Local  Authority  to  secure  the  removal  of  such  persons  with¬ 
out  delay,  provided  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered 
Medical  Practitioner  apply  to  a  court  or  a  single  justice  for  an  order. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  give  seven  days  notice  to  the  head  of  the  hospita 
or  institution,  a  letter  from  such  head  that  the  case  will  be  accepted 
by  him  being  sufficient  evidence.  An  order  made  in  this  way  has  effect 
for  three  weeks  only,  and  applications  for  renewals  of  the  order  for 
periods  of  three  months  have  to  follow  the  procedure  la  id  down  in  the 
1948  Act. 

In  1964  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  Under  section  47.

Under  this  section,  as  from  July,  5th,  1948,  the  Council  became 
responsible  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  any  person  dying  In  the 
district  where  no  suitable  arrangements  would  otherwise  be  made.

The  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board  has  been  the  water  under* 
taking  authority  for  the  area  since  April  1962.  The  water  which  is 
drawn  from  moorland  sources  io-  stored  in  Kinder  Reservoir.  Before 
distribution  it  is  treated  with  hydrated  lime  and  alum,  filtered 
through  rapid  sand  filters,  neutralized  by  the  further  addition  of 
hydrated  lime  to  counteract  any  plumbo-solvent  effect,  and  finally 
chlorinated.  Frequent  tests  are  made  daily  for  pH  and  residual 
chlorine.  After  purification,  the  water  enters  the  aqueduct  which 
passes  through  the  district  along  the  route  of  A. 6015  and  supplies 
a  covered  service  reservoir  from  which  it  is  fed  into  the  town's 
ma  ins  • 


During  the  year  for ty-one  houses  were  oonnectod  to  the  town's 
supply. 

Apart  from  the  danger  of  drinking  polluted  water,  the  presence 
of  harmful  bacteria  in  water  j^ed  on  dairy  farms  is  undesirable,  as 
they  may  reduce  the  keepinjf/of/the  *  milk  through  contamination  of  the 
utensils.  Satisfactory  hygenic  conditions  can  only  be  maintained 
where  there  is  a  wholesome  water  supply. 

Some  outlying  farms  have  private  supplies.  These  are  potential 
sources  of  pollution  during  the  manufacture  of  dairy  produce.

.  -For  the  fifteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria,  was 
notified  in  the  Urban  District  and  there  has  not  been  a  death  from  the 
disease  since  1937.  The  absence  of  the  infection  is  largely  due  to 
the  widespread  immunisation  programme  enthusiastically  carried  out 
in  the  area  for  many  years  by  general  practitioners  and  assistant* 
county  medical  officers.  The  figures  for  children  protected  in

The  diphtheria  prophylactic  is  always  given  combined  with  other 
antigens,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough,  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of 
injections . 

MEASLES. 

A  total  of  seventy  cases  was  notified,  the  majority  occurring 
in  May  and  June.  A  measles  vaccine  for  general  use  has  not  yet 
been  Prepared  but  In  certain  arees  of  Groat  Britain  trials  of  killed 
and  attenuated  live  vaccines  are  proceeding.  The  types  of  reaction, 
following  inoculation  are  being  studded  and  It  is  also  hoped  to 
determine  the  degree  and  duration  of  protection  afforded  by  vaccines 
produced  in  this  country. 

SOAR IE T  FEVER. 

As  a  result  of  cyclical  changes  in  the  virulence  of  the  organism, 
a  higher  standard  of  nutrition,  and  the  marked  rise  in  general  living 
conditions  during  the  past  thirty  years,  scarlet  fever  is  a  mild 
disease-  and  serious  complications  are  rare.  No  cases  were  reported. 

WHOOPING  GOUGH. 

Although  whooping  cough  has  not  been  completely  '  eliminated 
by  immunisation,  its  clinical  course  is  usually  very  much  modified 
and  severe  complications  are  less  frequent.  Two  cases  were  notified. 
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POLIOMYELITIS. 

Sabin  oral  vaccine  was  used  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  at  the 
Clinic.  A  total  of  34  first,  37  second,  29  third  and  30  fourth  doses 
was  given.  Few  persons  of  fifteen  years  and  ovor  attended,  which  is 
to  bo  expected,  as  most  of  those  in  the  older  priority  age  groups 
have  already  been  vaccinated.  There  has  been  only  one  case  of 


poliomyelitis  in  the  area  since  the  more 
vaccination  was  introduced  in  1958.

FOOD  POISONING.

PUERPERAL  PYRE X  1a . 

Puerperal  infection  is  now  defined  as  Many  febrile  condition 
occurring  in  a  woman,  in  whom  a  temperature  of  100.4°  F  or  more  has 
occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage. 

There  were  no  notifications. 

NON -NOT  IF  TABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Information  with  regard  to  non-notifiable  infectious  disease 
is  obtained  from  the  death  returns,  and  from  head  teachers  who  are 
required  to  notify  absences  from  school  due  to  any  infectious  disease. 
A  total  of  156  infections  was  reported,  all  from  primary  schools,  the 
most  prevalent  being  measles  which  accounted  for  116  cases  in  the 
summer  term.  There  were  8  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  5  of  scarlet 
fever. 

The  occurrence  of  a  widespread  epidemic  such  as  influenza  is 
confirmed  by  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and 
National  Insurance.  The  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  when  new  sickness 
benefit  claims  in  any  week  first  show  an  increase  of  30  per  cent 
over  those  for  the  preceding  week  or  reach  250  per  cent  of  the  average 
weekly  number  of  new  claims  for  the  preceding  eight  months  April  to 
November .

no  marked  rise  in  the  intake  of  new  claims  during  1964. 


INFESTATIONS. 


Children  infested  with  head  lice  are  disinfested  by  means  of  a 
D.D.T.  preparation.  The  incidence  of  infestation  found  during  clean¬ 
liness  surveys  In  the  schools  incree.sed  from  4.3%  in  1963  to  6.33%  in 
1964.  Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  scabies 
which  is  now  rare.  No  cases  were  encountered  at  the  Clinic  during  1964.
